SECTION 15, WHOLESALE OR RETAIL LICENSE,

person is subject, and to that end it shall be the duty 
of such person to submit to the City Clerk-Treasurer, 
or his authorized deputy, auditor, or representative 
for inspection and examination, during reasonable 
business hours, at such person’s place of business in 
the City of Elba or its police jurisdiction, all books of 
account, invoices, bank statements, sales tax records,

10 by Judge Joe Macon of 
the 19th Judicial Circuit, 
according to Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and 
Industries Richard Beard. 

[Thurman Lee Watson, 
29, was sentenced to five 
years in prison and David 
Long, 18, was sentenced to 
five years, the five years 
being suspended and Long 
placed under 10 years pro- 
bation, 

The two men had pled 
quilty to cattle rustling 
charges in the Elmore 
County Circuit Court on 
November 18, Their at- 
torney asked for probation 
and the hearing was held 
December 10 before Judge 
Macon, 

[The operation used by 
the two men is known as 
“night riding,’’ according 
to Commissioner Beard, 
He said ‘‘night riders’’ are 
the hardest type of cattle 
to apprehend be- 


cause of the methods they 
use, 

Testimony in the case 
revealed that Elmore 


County Sheriff Sidney was 
informed that a calf was 
staked out in the Redlands 
of the county, He contacted 
the State Department of Ag- 
riculture and Industries 
and Cattle Theft Investi- 
gator Claude Hammac was 
issigned to investigate, He 
and Deputy Roy Newman 
stayed at the scene from 
9 a.m, to 5 p.m, on August 
29, At that time Long and

Hammac stated that a

Even though Santa is some- 
times pictured as traveling by 
rocket or by jet plane, his fav- 
orite mode of transportation 
still seems to be the famous 
reindeer-drawn sleigh. The 
only wonder is that he can re- 
main as jolly as he tradition- 
is, when he has to cover 
the world in one night, deliv- 
ering gifts by the billions 

Perhaps the explanation 
may be found in the number 
of helpers he has, and also in 
the fact that Christmas Eve is 
not his only day for delivering 
gifts. 

St. Nicholas, a real bishop, 
was the first “Santa.” Many 
legends grew up around his 
name, and many centuries af- 
ter his death on December 6, 
about 342 A.D., he was hon- 
ored as a friend to the young. 
December 6 became “Chil- 
dren’s Day,” and St. Nicholas 
traveling by horse, brought 
gifts to reward children for 
good behavior. 

Although Santa has to 2 
large extent replaced St. Nich- 
olas, in some European coun- 
tries children still await the 
arrival of the bishop on the 
night of December 5, and set 
out shoes filled with hay and 
carrots for his horse. 

In Scandinavian and some 
other countries, Santa gets an 
assist from St. Lucy, who is 
responsible for the disfribu- 
tion of gifts on her day, De- 
cember 13. 

Christmas comes after 
Christmas to many homes in 
France and French Canada, 
where the old tradition of giv- 


ing gifts to children on New ! 


Year’s day is observed. There's 
a resemblance to Christmas in 
the placing of gifts beside the 
fireplace, often in stockings. 
Even then, the Santa season 
isn't finished. Many Spanish 
children expect the Three 
Kings to bring them gifts on 
Epiphany, January 6. They, 
too, set out shoes filled with 


Whatever the gift-giving 
date, Santa has a host of help- 
ers to lighten his load. In ad- 
dition to St. Lucy, Scandina- 
vian countries have the Tom- 
tar, little gray-bearded men 
who are said to hide gifts for 
boys and girls on Christmas 
Eve. The Christ Child or Krist- 
kind brings the gifts in many 
countries. 

In Italy the traditional gift- 
giver is Befana, sometimes de- 
scribed as a benevolent fairy 
and sometimes as a witch. 
Legend says that she misdi- 
rected the Magi or that she 
refused shelter to the holy 
family. Now she goes around 
the world, in repentance, seek- 
ing the Christ Child and do- 
ing good to children cn Christ- 
mas Eve. 


In Germany 

The celebration of a West 
German Christmas is filled 
with tradition, foremost of 
which is the Christmas tree, 
dating back 400 years. Until 
recently, trees were trimmed 
with candles, and although 
artificial lighting for tree or- 
naments has been introduced, 
the candles are still preferred 
by many.

Snow Scenes 


Say, "It’s 


Christmas”

Where the sun shines bright, 
the air is balmy and never is 
heard the disouraging howl of 
a blizzard, Christmas is still 
a winter wonderland, 

In northern climes the 
plaint is, ‘We just don't have 
snow for Christmas the way 
we used to,” and even in cli- 
mates where decorated palm 
trees substitute for evergreens 
and holiday picnics are more 
likely than sleigh rides, snow 
and plenty of ii seems an 
essential part of the vision of 
the Yuletide 

Country snow scenes are 
popular greeting card subjects 
and Christmas illustrations in 
Southern states, South Ameri- 
can countries and many other 
places where snow seldom or 
never falls. Songs and stories 
tell of a Christmas world 
wrapped in wintry white. 

Tt Was Rainy Season 

The popularity and persist- 

ence of the “winter wonder- 


‘land"” idea seems more re- 


markable since “snow for 
Christmas’ raust have been 
improbable, if not impossible, 
as a pir of the Holy Night. 
Rain was more likely, especi- 
ally on t 12 date officially cele- 
brated as Christ's birthday. 
December 25 is right in the 
midst of “he rainy season in 
Bethlehem, 

Early art depicting the Na- 
tivity and the events follow- 
ing it was faithful to the prob- 
abilities, In these paintings, 
the shepherds watched in 
fields free of snow, and the 
Holy Family fled to Egypt 
under sunny skies, their route 
marked by palm trees. Later, 
snow appeared in paintings of 
the Holy Night. 

White Means Purity 

Part of the explanation. may 
be that white, rather than red 
and green, was early chosen 
by churches as the color of 
Christmas, White is, of course, 


the symbol of purity and in- . 


nocence, and a_ landscape 
white with snow thus becomes 
a proper expression of the 
true spirit of Christmas, 

Other explanations may be 
found in the origins of Christ- 
mas customs, Many of the 
pagan rites which were ab- 
sorbed into the Christian cel- 
ebration came from Northern 
Europe and, if not associated 
directly with snow, at least 
reflected the need for warmth 
in winter. 

The Yule log, for instance, 
became a part of the early 
Christmases, and certainly an 
open fire indoors is enhanced 
by a blanket of snow outdoors. 
Had Snowy Source 

Consider, too, that a number 
of modern Christmas customs 
— the tree and its lights, for 
instance — came from Ger- 
many, where cold, snowy win- 
ters might logically contribute 
to the legends and lore of the 
season. The first lighted tree 
was, supposedly, created by 
Martin Luther as a symbol of 
a starry sky on a snowy night. 

In modern times Irving Ber- 
lin and Bing Crosby have sub- 
stantially strengthened the 
vision of a “White Christmas.” 
Bing singing Berlin’s famous 
song is now a traditional part 
of the Yule season. 

While many, perhaps most, 
people may be able only to 
dream of a white Christmas 
and create its semblance with 
cotton or spray-on snow, it’s 
a safe assumption that the 
happiest season will continue 
to be envisioned as a snowy 
winter wonderland.

When Families Gather, 


Through the years, the 
ways of celebrating Christ- 
mas have taken on many 
different forms. 

Today’s Christmas tree is 
apt to be plastic or alumi- 
num, rather than nature’s 
own fir, spruce or pine. The 
glow of tiny beeswax candles 
on a tree is only a memory, 
replaced now by strings of 
twinkling electric lights. 

Jolly Santa, once trans- 
ported only by reindeer- 
drawn sleigh, may now ar- 
rive by helicopter or jet plane. 

But in spite of changes, the 
essence of the season, the 
basic spirit of Christmas, 
stays the same. 

Christmastide is, above all, 
a time for togetherness and 
rejoicing. And a modern 
Christmas, just like an old- 
fashioned Christmas, calls 
for gatherings of family and 
friends, with much merri- 
ment, fun and feasting. 

Right now in this commu- 
nity, families are celebrating 
the holiday with just such 
gatherings, such merriment, 
fun and feasting. 

Like families of yesteryear, 
they celebrate with gifts and 
greens, with the warmth of 
a glowing hearth and the 
gleam of a lighted tree, with 
stockings hung by the chim- 
ney with care and even with 
candles, though these beckon 
brightly from candleholders 
rather than from the tree. 

All these ways of celebrat- 
ing are part of the legend 
and lore of Christmas. 


Exchanging Gifts 

Exchanging gifts at Christ- 
mas is one of the most time- 
honored of customs, and toys, 
dolls and games for the chil- 
dren have always ranked 
high on the gifts list. 

In the not-so-long-ago, 
however, just one important 
present — a doll for a little 
girl, perhaps, and a toy ac- 
cordion for her brother— was 
all that youngsters might ex- 
pect at Christmas. 

Though Santa is more 


bountiful nowadays, the gifts 
he brings are like those of 
yesteryear in at least one 
way. They reflect the inter- 
ests and fashions of their 
times. 

Dolls, yesterday and today, 
dress in the favorite styles 
of the moment, Toys, too, 
show the influence of current 
events. 

Toy racing cars, for in- 
stance, came in with the au- 
tomobile, while today more 
complex types of wheel toys 
take advantage of modern 
technological developments. 


Using Greens 

Use of greens and garlands 
to decorate for a festive sea- 
son goes back a thousand 
years before the birth of 
Christ. The custom began 
with the ancient Egyptians. 

Many of the traditions of 
pagan festivals were later 
merged with the celebration 
of Christmas, and evergreens, 
because they stay green 
throughout the year, came to 
be regarded as the Christmas 
symbol of eternal life. 


Decorating the Tree 

Many ancient legends as- 
sociate trees with Christmas. 
One is that on the first Holy 
Night, all the trees of the 
forest blossomed and _ bore 
fruit. 

The idea of adorning the 
Christmas tree with orna- 
ments may have started with 
an attempt to create the ef- 
fect of snow on the branches. 
Strings of popcorn and tufts 
of cotton were used. 


Lighting the Tree 

Martin Luther started the 
custom of lighting the tree, 
legend says. 

To symbolize stars glowing 
forth on a snow-filled win- 
ter’s night, he placed lighted 
candles on his family’s tra- 
ditional Christmas tree.

Today's fireplaces, though 
smaller in scale than those 


Women Ru 


A picture of a beautiful 
woman on a current Christ- 
mas card would seem inap- 
propriate to many. But fem- 
inine beauty enjoyed great 
popularity in Christmas 
cards during the late 1880's. 

Until 1880, children and 
elderly women were ‘most 
often pictured. Or, if adult 
young women did appear, 
they were shown as “tenders 
of the hearth,” with their 
husbands, children or pets. 

Later, classic Greek and 
Roman feminine figures were 
used to convey ideals of feel- 
ing and beauty. 

Artists of the Royal Acad- 
emy in London began the 
new fashion for using con- 
temporary women in their 
Christmas card illustrations 
in 1881, One of the earliest of 
these was designed by W. F. 
Yeames and showed a richly- 
gowned young woman asleep 
in a chair, with winged cu- 
pids in a golden cage. 

In 1885, fashion figures of 
elegant women were a typi- 
cal subject of Christmas 
cards. An example is a Louis 
Prang card from the Nor- 
cross Historical Collection. 

Mr. Prang, who published 
the best-known early greet- 
ing cards in the U.S., con- 
ducted a Christmas card 
competition. The $1,000 first

Pagan Site 


the Nativity, thousands of 
Christians from around the 
world will worship in Bethle- 
hem this Christmas. A high- 
light of their pilgrimage is, for 
most, a visit to the Grotto of 
the Nativity — traditionally, 
at least, the manger where 
Christ was born. 

Opposition to Christianity 
in the first years of the new 
religion actually led to the 
preservation of the manger — 
an improvised stable in a cave 
hewn out of rock, near the 
center of the hill town of 
Bethlehem. 

The Roman emperor Hadri- 
an, who ruled from 117 to 138 
A.D., sought to halt the fast 
spread of Christianity, and he 
had the cave converted to a 
grotto for the worship of the 
pagan god Apollo, The very 
fact that the cave was marked, 
though for pagan purposes, 
helped to preserve knowledge 
of the site of the Nativity. 

Later a silver star was set in 
the stone floor of the cave, and 
since 1873 each regime to rule 
Bethlehem — now a part of 
Jordan — has posted night 
and day guard over the star.

At the Round Table 

Traditionally, the first 
Christmas feast in England 
was held at the Round Table 
of King Arthur. While the spe- 
cific date is undetermined, ref- 
erences to the famous king in 
medieval legends have been 
traced back to as early as 600 
A.D. 


Feast of Stephen... 

“Good King Wenceslas 
looked out on the feast of 
Stephen.” 

This familiar carol com- 
memorates two famous men. 
One is King Wenceslas, who 
ruled in Bohemia in the 10th 
century A.D. He was noted for 
his generosity to the poor, and 
practiced this generosity on 
Christmas and on St. Ste- 
phen’s Day, December 26. 

St. Stephen was the first 
Christian martyr, noted in 
legend as a follower of Christ 
who, at the time of the Nativ- 
ity, had been in the service of 
King Herod. When he was per- 
mitted to see the Star, he left 
Herod to serve the Child. 

Today the “feast of Stephen” 
is remembered primarily be- 
cause of the carol, “Good King 
Wenceslas.” His day is now 
more commonly observed, es- 
pecially in England and Can- 
ada, as Boxing Day, when 
presents are given to servants 
and others who have rendered 
services throughout the year.

Prang,a skilled printer from 
Germany, arrived in Boston in 
1850 and opened a small litho- 
graphing shop where he spe- 
cialized in delicately - tinted 
flower prints. 

By 1870, he was well estab- 
lished in Roxbury, Mass., 
where his reproductions of oil 
paintings were so finely exe- 
cuted that he enjoyed a sizable 
business in England in com- 
petition with leading pub- 
lishers there. 

A woman employee in his 
London office suggested that 
he print “Merry Christmas” 
on some of his floral prints. By 
1874, he had developed a good 
British Christmas card trade, 
and hence felt encouraged to 
offer his cards to the Ameri- 
can public in 1875.

Through the ages, 
bells have served many 
purposes — announcing 
the approach of vehi- 
cles., for instance, or sig- 
naling the beginning of 
curfew, Early associated 
with churches, by medi- 
eval times the peuling 
of the bells had come 
to signify the rejoicing 
of the Christmas season. 

An early custom was 
the tolling of church 
bells on Christmas Eve, 
during the hour before 
midnight, The tolling 
announced the death of 
Satan, and at midnight 
joyous peals told of the 
birth of Christ. 

In England, where 
bell-ringing is un hon- 
ored, family-taught art, 
the tuneful bells ring 
out at seven-thirty on
